Blooming success 

Stanford man grows violets 
sold around the world

It seems like everything David

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Tennessee’s science law: academic 
freedom or monkey business? 


When I was five years 
old, my parents took me to 
an assessment day for 
incoming kindergartners 
where I was tasked with 
doing various activities, 
including building a block 
house up to code with the 
instructions provided to me. 

“Here are some blocks, 
now use them to build this 
house,” I was told, and I 
proceeded to build the 
house while the supervisors 
were checking on other 
kids. 

When no one came back 
right away, I tore down the 
house and began construct¬ 
ing my own concepts. 

I knew they had only 
wanted me to build the pre¬ 
designed house, but I was 
bored and the square house 
was hardly a modern archi¬ 
tectural marvel. 

Eventually an assessor 
returned, took one look at 
my custom stack of blocks 
and marked on my sheet 
that I was unable to perform 
the task. 

That event is one of the 
reasons my parents decided 
to homeschool me. I think 
it’s also a pretty good anec¬ 
dote for explaining at least 
one aspect of who I am. 

I am naturally, irrepress¬ 
ibly curious; I love to tinker 
with things to see what 
they’re capable of, even if 
such tinkering is discour¬ 
aged or unwanted. 

It’s that curiosity that led 
me to a career path in jour¬ 
nalism. Journalists have to 
be nosy and stubborn, 
sometimes to the point of 
being annoying (and in rare 
cases we can get downright 
obnoxious). 

It’s not a nosiness born 
from pessimism, cynicism or 
spitefulness; rather, it’s a 
nosiness born from a pas¬ 
sionate desire to see how 
things work and understand 
them for what they truly are. 

I’ve got that nosiness in 
spades, and I’m excited to 
put my curious nature to 
work for all of you in 
Lincoln County. 

I have covered some 
Lincoln County stories 
intermittently for the

Depending on whose 
press release you believe, 
Tennessee’s new science 
law either promotes “aca¬ 
demic freedom” or “allows 
creationism to be taught in 
public schools.” 

Enacted on April 10, the 
legislation instructs school 
officials not to prohibit 
teachers from informing 
students about the “scien¬ 
tific strengths and scientific 
weaknesses” of “scientific 
controversies” such as bio¬ 
logical evolution. 

Science education 

groups are outraged, argu¬ 
ing that the law has nothing 
to do with academic free¬ 
dom - and everything to do 
with finding new ways to 
undermine the teaching of 
evolution with trumped-up 
“controversies” and unsci¬ 
entific “weaknesses” dis¬ 
guised as science. 

Dubbed the “monkey 
bill” by opponents, 
Tennessee’s law is the lat¬ 
est round in the long-run¬ 
ning battle over teaching 
evolution in the science 
curriculum of public 
schools. 

In 1925, Tennessee 
teacher John Scopes was 
famously convicted of vio¬ 
lating a state law prohibit¬ 


ing the teaching of evolu¬ 
tion. But today, the cur¬ 
riculum shoe is on the 
other foot. 

Anti-evolution laws like 
the one challenged by 
Scopes have been ruled 
unconstitutional by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. And 
the theory of evolution - 
considered settled science 
by the vast majority of sci¬ 
entists - is a key compo¬ 
nent of science education. 

Now it’s opponents of 
evolution who are demand¬ 
ing to be heard in the sci¬ 
ence classroom. 

Tennessee’s new law is 
similar to one enacted in 
Louisiana in 2008 and to 
others recently debated in 
at least four states. 
Abandoning the failed 
strategy of pushing for 
inclusion of creationism or 
intelligent design in the 
science curriculum, anti¬ 
evolution forces now advo¬ 
cate “teaching the contro¬ 
versy” about evolution 
(and, to avoid singling out 
evolution, other purported 
“controversies” such as 
global warming). 

In an attempt to preempt 
Lirst Amendment chal¬ 
lenges, the Tennessee law 
states that nothing in the 
legislation is to be “con¬ 
strued to promote any reli¬ 


gious or non-religious doc¬ 
trine.” 

Anti-evolutionists, of 
course, can readily support 
language prohibiting pro¬ 
motion of religion in 
schools since they maintain 
that creationism and intelli¬ 
gent design are not reli¬ 
gious, but rather “scientific 
alternatives” to evolution. 

And there’s the rub: 
What’s religious to one 
side is science to the other. 
Under the new law, 
Tennessee teachers appar¬ 
ently get to decide what 
counts as science (and 
what counts as “weakness” 
in scientific theories) - 
even if most scientists dis¬ 
agree. Critics of the law see 
this as a green light for 
teaching creationism or 
other religiously based 
ideas as science. They may 
be right. What Tennessee 
lawmakers tout as academ¬ 
ic freedom (a freedom, by 
the way, denied to teachers 
in every other subject), is 
very likely to be used as a 
Trojan horse for inserting 
religious convictions into 
the science curriculum. 

A far better approach 
would be to address the 
religion-science debate up 
front by preparing teachers 
to teach students some¬ 
thing about the history and 


philosophy of science, 
including the interaction 
between religion and sci¬ 
ence over time. Helping 
students understand the 
context for the culture-war 
fight over evolution may 
help them accept what 
modern science has to say. 

Learning about various 
religious world views is 
an important part of a 
good education. But it is 
unconstitutional to pres¬ 
ent those world views as 
science. Public schools 
have a legal and educa¬ 
tional mandate to teach 
what is widely accepted 
in the scientific communi¬ 
ty as sound science, even 
when that science tells 
people what they don’t 
want to hear. 

The Tennessee law uses 
all the right language 
about helping students 
develop “critical thinking 
skills” necessary to 
become “scientifically 
informed citizens.” 

But giving teachers 
carte blanche to attack 
evolution and promote 
religion isn’t the way to 
achieve that goal.

Deficit Reduction Must Reflect American Values

Deficit reduction is an 
important national priori¬ 
ty, vital to our long-term 
economic opportunity and 
security. But just because 
it’s important doesn’t 
mean that it can be under¬ 
taken without regard to 
our national values. 

Unfortunately, the 
House Agricultural 

Committee left values on 
the sideline this week 
when it moved forward 
with a shocking proposal 
to cut food assistance for 
our nation’s hungry by 
over $33 billion. That it 
was done in the name of 
deficit reduction does not 


excuse the fact that cuts to 
anti-hunger programs at a 
time when need has never 
been greater are both 
reckless and short-sight¬ 
ed. 

Taking care of our 
neighbors is an American 
value. Every day the 
members of the Kentucky 
Association of Food 
Banks see this partnership 
reflected in the generous 
support of our volunteers 
and donors, and we are 
grateful that this value is 
reflected in Washington 
through important anti¬ 
hunger programs like 
SNAP, formerly Food 
Stamps. 

Some like to point to the 


great work that local food 
pantries are doing to sug¬ 
gest that hunger is better 
solved by charity at the 
community level. 

Speaking from the front¬ 
lines, please hear us when 
we say that charity cannot 
do it alone. In fact, esti¬ 
mates suggest that charity 
provides only about 6 per¬ 
cent of all the food assis¬ 
tance in the United States. 
Hunger is a national prob¬ 
lem and it needs a nation¬ 
al solution that starts with 
a strong federal commit¬ 
ment to programs like 
SNAP. 

Kentucky’s food banks 
are struggling to meet the 
tremendous increase in 


need for food assistance 
resulting from the Great 
Recession. We saw 
demand for emergency 
food assistance increase 
an astounding 84 percent 
from 2006 to 2010. We 
are already struggling to 
keep up with this 
increased demand 

because of declining fed¬ 
eral support for The 
Emergency Food 

Assistance Program, 
which provides a bulk of 
the food distributed by 
our members. If SNAP 
were cut, there is no way 
that we would be able to 
make up the difference. 
Food banks need more 
supply, not more 


demand. 

Protecting the poor is 
not a partisan issue, and 
balancing the budget does 
not have to be either. Our 
nation has a long, biparti¬ 
san commitment to low- 
income safety net pro¬ 
grams like SNAP in past 
deficit reduction agree¬ 
ments. The three major 
deficit-reduction packages 
of the last two decades — 
the 1990, 1993, and 1997 
packages — all adhered to 
this principle, as did the 
recent bipartisan Bowles- 
Simpson Commission. 

The American people 
deserve a thoughtful dialog 
about real solutions, not 
political showmanship. 


Congress should put the 
nation’s interests first and 
meet in the middle to craft 
policies that spur economic 
recovery, ensure broad and 
sustainable opportunity, 
and protect families when 
opportunity remains out of 
reach, including making 
sure that SNAP and food 
pantries are here to put 
food on the table until 
struggling Americans are 
back on their feet.

Inspection Period For The 
Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Lincoln County Property tax roll will be opened for inspection from Monday, 
May, 7th through Monday, May 21st 2012. Under the supervision of the Property 
Valuation Administrator or one of his deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2012 assessment on which state, county, and school 
taxes for 2012 will be due about October 1,2012. 

The tax roll is in the office of the Property Valuation Administrator in the Buzz 
Walker Building on Main Street in Stanford and may be inspected between the 
hours of 9:00 a.m. - 4:00 p.m. Monday - Friday and 9:00 a.m. - noon on Saturdays. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the 
PVA must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The 
conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the confer¬ 
ence with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter 
or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayers's opinion of fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal MUST be filed with the County Clerk's office no later than one work 
day following the conclusion of the inspection period (May 22,2012) 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or 
failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated representa¬ 
tive, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Appeals.

When the 
king looked into the fur¬ 
nace, he could see four 
figures that were not 
harmed, walking in the 
fire, and said the fourth 
was like the Son of God. 

Many are under pres¬ 
sure to deny their faith, 
Bro. Johnny said, like the 
three in Daniel. And there 
is more pressure to com¬ 
promise what we believe, 
but God will be with us in 
the circumstances that 
fall upon us. 

God knows everything, 
Bro. Johnny said. He 
knows our thoughts and 
actions. We can’t hide our 
sins or our doubts, but 
know God is with us 
when we go out into the 
world. He doesn’t watch 
us to point out our mis¬ 
takes - He sent His Son to 
die for them, to take them 
on Himself. He wants us 
to trust Him, wants to 
bless us, and wants us to 
have boldness and joy in 


our lives (not fear). 

If you trust in God, you 
will not falter, Bro. 
Johnny said. Trials come 
to both those that are in 
sin, and to those who are 
being obedient. 

God wants other people 
to experience Him, 
through us, Bro. Johnny 
said. He wants us to go 
on missions, and to talk 
to others for Him. He 
wants us to feed the hun¬ 
gry, reach the lost and 
comfort those with bro¬ 
ken hearts. 

Bro. Johnny asked if 
we believe rape, murder, 
theft, sex outside of mar¬ 
riage, homosexuality and 
abortion are sins. If we 
do, he said that is from 
God. We need to see 
things the way God does, 
he said. God will not fail 
us, but He wants us to live 
for him. (end of sermon 
summary)

And 
she answered and said to 
Him, Yes, Lord, yet even 
the little dogs under the 
table eat from the chil¬ 
dren's crumbs. Matt. 
15:21-28, tells the same 
story. 

The woman was a 
Canaanite and came from 
a society that worshiped 
other gods. She was not of 
the covenant community 
of Israel and had no claims 
to the promises made to 
Israel. She understood that 
and that is why she made 
the reference to the little 
dogs. But she had evident¬ 
ly heard of the miracles 
and had faith that He could 
help her where her idols or 
false gods could not. She 
gave them up as she 
showed her faith at the feet 
of Jesus, asking for mercy 
for her little daughter. 

As David cried out to 
God in Psalms 51:1, Have 
mercy on me, O God, 
according to the multitude 
of your tender mercies. So 
came the Canaanite 
woman to the only place 
where she could find the 
help she so desperately 
needed. 

In Matthew's account, it 
shows the disciples trying 
to have Jesus send the 
woman away. But the 
woman had a demon pos¬ 
sessed daughter and her 
need was very great. So 
she persisted and came 
and worshiped Him say¬ 
ing, "Lord help me" She 
went on to explain in so 
many words that even 
though she was not of the 


covenant community that 
she would accept any help 
from the Masters hand. 
Matt.15:28 records Jesus 
saying "O woman, great is 
your faith! Let it be as 
you desire. Mark 7:30 
says and when she came 
to her house, she found 
the demons gone out and 
her daughter lying on the 
bed. It is hard to imagine 
the mental and probably 
physical torture this 
woman had gone through 
at the hands of her demon 
possessed daughter. The 
demon could have caused 
the daughter not only to 
harm her mother but her¬ 
self as well. But the 
woman persisted and got 
the help she needed at the 
feet of Jesus. 

Through this series we 
have seen a lot of wonder¬ 
ful things happening at 
the feet of Jesus. We have 
seen transformation at the 
feet of Jesus. In Mark 5:1- 
20 we saw a man trans¬ 
formed from a raging 
demon possessed manic to 
a restored and healed 
man. In Luke 7:36-50 we 
have seen forgiveness at 
the feet of Jesus as the 
woman showed her love 
for Him by washing His 
feet with her tears and 
drying them with her hair. 
In Matt. 15:27-31 we saw 
healing at the feet of 
Jesus as the multitude 
gathered to hear Him and 
brought their lame, blind 
and every other kind of 
illness to the feet of Jesus 
and He healed them. We 
see Mary being taught at 


the feet of Jesus in Luke 
10:38-42, in Mark 5:21- 
24 we see Jarius bring 
his "desperate need to the 
feet of Jesus". His little 
daughter was near death 
and Jesus healed her. In 
John 12:1-8, we see Mary 
showing her extravagant, 
uninhibited and memo¬ 
rable love at the feet of 
Jesus and she anoints 
Him with costly perfume. 
And in Matt. 28:1-10, we

DAR Service for Veterans Award 


Wilma Reece Hatter and 
her sister Pearl Reece Short 
received the Kentucky 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution Outstanding 
DAR Service for Veterans 
Award. 

The award is presented to 
a DAR member in recogni¬ 
tion of outstanding care 
given to veterans in any of 
the following areas: Federal 
VA facilities, state veterans 
facilities, nursing homes, 
veterans shelters and outpa¬ 
tient clinics. The outstanding 
NSDAR volunteer has given 
more than her time. She has 
made meaningful contribu¬ 
tions to veterans through cre¬ 
ative and resourceful out¬ 
reach. 

Since April 2011, Wilma 
and Pearl have made over 
200 lap quilts and regular¬ 


sized quilts for veterans. 
Most of their quilts have 
gone to the PTSD/TBI unit 
at Ft. Thomas for women 
veterans returning home 
from Iraq and Afghanistan 
suffering from Post 
Traumatic Stress Syndrome. 

They made large quilts 
(4'x5') which take over 48 
hours per quilt to make and 
small quilts (40"x40") that 
take at least four hours per 
quilt. This would be a mini¬ 
mum of 5,200 hours that 
have gone into making over 
200 quilts for veteran 
patients since April. They cut 
the pieces, sew them togeth¬ 
er, add batting and backing, 
tie them with yam or thread 
in and then bind them. They 
have visited piece good 
stores in their area asking 
them to send any scraps of 


material they have to them 
for the making of quilts for 
the returning Veterans. Each 
quilt is signed by them as 
Granny Hatter, age 85, or 
Granny Short, age 92. 

Some of these quilts have 
gone to the Lexington VA, 
and one dozen of them went 
to the Healthcare Facility 
for Homeless Male Veterans 
in Hopkinsville. The Logan- 
Whitley Chapter would like 
for anyone who is interested 
in donating any amount of 
money, or scraps of fabric, 
and/or thread to help off¬ 
set the cost of making 
these quilts to please call 
Joanne Bright at 365-2546.

Todd represented Lincoln 
County’s District 5. The 
Republican also served as 
District 2 magistrate from 
1995-1999 under former 
judge-executive Jim Reed, 
Adams said. 

“He was a good one. He 
always had the people in 
mind,” said Adams, who has 
known Todd since they com¬ 
peted against each other in 
high school sports, Todd at 
Crab Orchard and Adams at 
Stanford. “He was 6-4 or 6-5 
and he was a pretty good 
basketball player. 

“He was just a good, all- 
around person. He knew 
everyone in his district, and 
he served them well. He will 
be missed.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear will 
appoint an interim replace¬ 
ment for Todd from a list 
submitted by Lincoln 
County officials, Adams 
said. The county’s 
Republican and Democratic 
parties will then nominate 
candidates to run for the 
remainder of Todd’s term in 
the November election, 
Adams said.

Tournament held in memory 
of former soccer coach

A crowd gathered at the 
First Southern Veteran Park 
Soccer Fields Saturday to 
honor John Sallee III, a 
long time volunteer soccer 
coach who died last year. 

Beth Boyle, director of 
the Lincoln County Parks 
and Recreation, spoke at 
the tree-planting ceremony 
and said the day was about 
the community coming 
together to celebrate the 
life of Sallee, who was a 
coach, a mentor and a vet¬ 
eran. He was a positive 


influence for the children 
who knew him, Boyle said. 

A red bud tree and a 
plaque were dedicated to 
Sallee. Boyle said the tree 
would be a long standing 
tribute to his life. Members 
from last year’s Silver 
Bullets, the soccer team 
Sallee had coached that 
has since been dissolved, 
were present for the dedi¬ 
cation. 

Last November, Sallee 
drowned attempting to res¬ 
cue his son, John Sallee 
IV, when he fell out of 
their boat while fishing on 


Cedar Creek Lake. 

“It’s the first time we 
have experienced this type 
of tragedy,” Boyle said. 
“The park board of direc¬ 
tors decided that it would 
be nice to do something 
for the family.” 

Along with the tree 
planting ceremony, the 
soccer teams played in the 
first annual John Sallee 
U10 Memorial 
Tournament. 

Boyle said Lincoln 
County Parks and 
Recreation hopes to hold 
the tournament every year.

director for Boyle County 
for four years. 

Many of the registered 
hybrid violets he imagines 
and creates for their busi¬ 
ness, Cedar Creek Violets, 
proudly wear the Kentucky 
name, such as his 
“Kentucky Bride.” 

“I’ve got a lot named 
Nancy, too,” he said. 
“There’s ‘Nancy’s Irish 
Rose’ and ‘Kentucky Fancy 
Nancy,’ to name a few.” 

Rollins said his mother 
grew violets like her moth¬ 
er before her. 

“Twenty-five years ago, 
my mother gave me a cou¬ 
ple of leaves to start a 
plant,” he said. “She is 87 
now, in assisted living, and 
will still get something 
planted, somehow, even if 
it’s just a sweet potato 
vine. 

“She brags to people 
about me growing violets 
and says I took it to a 
whole new level!” 

African violets are a 
popular, common house 
plant. 

“Violets came to us orig¬ 
inally from Tanzania 
where they grow on the 
sides of rocky crevices so 
they grow best in areas 
that can drain well, in 
strong but indirect sun¬ 
light. Aside from bird 
droppings, they probably 


didn’t get much in the way 
of fertilization,” said 
Rollins. “When they were 
first introduced, it was 
thought there might be 10, 
maybe 12, varieties. In the 
1800s, it was as many as 
30 different species. Today, 
there are probably 20,000 
named and 15,000 regis¬ 
tered.” 

About 40 are registered 
to Rollins, and he has oth¬ 
ers ready to go now. 

He is not the only one so 
intrigued by violets. 

“There are clubs world¬ 
wide,” he said. “The 
African Violet Society of 
America has 65,000 or 
70,000 members.” 

The Rollinses belong to 
a regional group in 
Cincinnati that meets peri¬ 
odically to share informa¬ 
tion and socialize. National 
meets attract thousands 
who buy up what the cou¬ 
ple trailer in, but being a 
vendor at one of the con¬ 
ventions is no longer their 
primary means of selling 
violets. 

“We have had online 
orders from China, 
Australia, all over,” Rollins 
said. “Russia is a very big 
market with a lot of 
demand. Japan, too.” 

Shipping prices of late 
have limited international 
orders, but he and Nancy 
still package and ship four 
days a week. 
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There is no substitute for excellence. Our orthopedic program has 
been awarded two Gold Seals of Approval for excellence in total knee and total 
hip replacement by the most respected accreditation organization in the country.

It’s time to cut hay 


Get your mowing 
machine in the field. Don’t 
delay cut that quality hay 
now. If you believe a delay 
of a few days would be of 
little consequence in har¬ 
vesting hay, then you 
should give the matter some 
more thought. 

Research has shown that 
delaying harvesting from 
early flowering stage to 
seed stage can result in pro¬ 
tein loss in excess of 45 per¬ 
cent. Digestibility drops at a 
rate of approximately Vi 
percent per day for each day 
harvesting is delayed 
beyond the early flowering 
stage of forage plants. 
These figures are signifi¬ 
cant since the goal of any 
haymaking program should 
be to obtain maximum yield 
of digestible nutrients per 
acre. 

Although many factors 
affect maximum yield of 
digestible nutrients per 
acre. The most important 
factor is the stage of plant 
maturity when harvested. 
As forage plants, both 
grasses and legumes, 
advance from the vegetative 
to the reproductive (seed) 
stage, they become lower in 
protein, energy digestibility 
and acceptability to live¬ 
stock. Since hay is such as 
widely-used source of feed 


for many classes of live¬ 
stock, it is important to pro¬ 
vide a high quality hay. 

Agreeing that the opti¬ 
mum stage for first harvest 
is always a compromise 
between quality and quanti¬ 
ty, the best compromise 
exists when plants are har¬ 
vested when they are visi¬ 
bly changing from the vege¬ 
tative to the reproductive 
stage. 

For red clover, the recom¬ 
mended stage for first har¬ 
vest and succeeding har¬ 
vests is early bloom. For 
fescue, orchardgrass and 
timothy, the recommended 
stage for first harvest is boot 
to early head stage. 
Succeeding harvests should 
occur at four to six week 
intervals. 

First harvest of alfalfa 
should come at the late bud 
stage, and succeeding har¬ 
vests are recommended at 
one-tenth bloom. 

By the way-there is no 
law in Kentucky that says 
you can’t cut hay until the 
corn is all planted and the 
tobacco is all set. To make 
quality hay, cut it when it is 
ready not when it is conven¬ 
ient. We have had some 
really good weather the past 
couple of weeks for dry hay 
making. The result has been 
that a lot of our alfalfa-grass 


hay has been cut and lot of 
it put up as dry hay in small 
square bales. It is very rare 
to be able to do that in April 
or even early May. Sounds 
like the weather may not be 
that cooperative in the next 
two weeks. We are fortunate 
that there are a lot of plastic 
wrappers to rent that you 
producers can make round 
bale silage with thus reduc¬ 
ing weather threats to hay 
making. 

Check your fields now 
and you will find that every 
acre of your grass hay is 
heading out, so it is ready to 
cut. You will find your 
clover and alfalfa both are 
blooming right now so 
those fields need to be cut 
now also. If you harvest hay 
now you will have high 
quality feed that will great¬ 
ly reduce or eliminate the 
need for feeding a lot of 
grain and or protein sources 
to your livestock. So don’t 
delay hay harvest. Make 
hay now and it will pay as 
you will see better livestock 
production and better prof¬ 
its.

MaKayla, who has 
been active in many 4-H 
programs over several years, 
has already received her 
heifer. 

The contest is open to all 
FFA and 4-H members 
interested in the cattle 
industry in the state of 
Kentucky. Over 67 entries 
from 22 counties were 
judged by a local committee 
to select the winners. Any 
youth in the state of 
Kentucky could apply with 
the exception of counties 
that have a county contest. 
The counties contests were 
open to the youth in the fol¬ 
lowing counties: 

Breckenridge, Casey, 
Lincoln, Marion, Mason, 
Meade, Mercer, Nelson, 
McLean and Taylor County. 

The award was estab¬ 
lished in 2000 after the 
death of Dustin 
Worthington, a Mercer 
County teen who was 
involved in the cattle indus¬ 
try. Worthington was killed 
along with his friend Dale 
Goodpaster in an automo¬ 
bile accident on April 4, 
2000 near the community of
